Educating Indians. 


TUB SCHOOL AT €AIU,IS1.IJ—SOME IN- 


TKBESTINO 1'ACXS AI1OUT IT. 


The Name ol' Barnum. 


Charlea A. Davis, of Forepaugh's 


circus, said recently that James A. 
liailey had organized a $2,000,000 stock 
company in London, with Dukes and 
Earls and Lords as hia directors, to take 
over Barnum's circus, of which there is 
now little left but the name. Three 
hundred thousand 
dollars, he said, 


would be a lair appraisement of the 
property, but the good-will is worth at 
least $1,000,000, and represents nothing 
but the value of Barnum's name ten 
years after his death. 


"Barnum," he said, "was the greatest 


showman ever known, and his reputa- 
tion and popularity were greater in Eng- 
land than in the United States. The 
English people could never comprehend 
his methods. His candor mystified them. 
They were accustomed to all kinds of 
gilded frauds and fakes, but when be an- 
nounced that he bad a humbug to ex- 
hibit everybody laughed and went to see 
it and advertised it as genuine. lie flrst 
went over with Tom Thumb in 1843, and 
captivated the nation. 
Every time he 


went afterward bis popularity grew, 
lie probably took more gate money from 
England than any other amusement 
man that ever lived. 


"Buffalo Bill has probably been seen 


by more human beings than any other 
professional," continued Mr. Davis,"but 
his name attached to a show is not worth 
a cent unless he appears himself. It was 
the same way with Booth, who was the 
greatest of actors, and Patti, who is the 
greatest of singers. A theatrical troop 
traveling under Booth's name or an 
opera company under Patti's name, 
would not draw any more than Buffalo 
Bill's company without Buffalo Bill, 
the name 'Barnum' attached to a show 
is worth a million dollars. It shows the 
eccentricity of the human nature."

How Lincoln Played Watchman. 
James Etter, a doorkeeper in the war 


department, frequently occupies a chair 
from which he could not be induced to 
part, because it was once occupied by 
Abraham Lincoln when he was presi- 
dent of the United States, although at 
the time he acted as watchman with a 
badge pinned on the lapel of his coat. 
Mr. Etter explains the incident by 
saying: 
"One day during the war I 


was sitting here when a tall, angular 
gentleman entered the main door and 
asked if the secretary was in. I told 
him that it was too early for the secre- 
tary to be in his office. 


1 'At what hour can I depend on 


finding him bere?' he asked. I told 
him, and with a pleasant'Thank yon,'he 
walked away. 


"Promptly on the hour the tall gentle- 


man ascended the steps, walked in the 
door, and I was almost struck dumb 
when he asked me if I would not go into 
the secretary's room and tell him to step 
out in the hall. I recovered myself and 
informed the caller I could not leave my 
post of duty, and even if I could I did 
not think the secretary would come out 
to see him. 


"He replied: 'Oh, I guess he will; 


and as for leaving your post, I will be 
personally responsible for that. I am 
Mr. Lincoln, and I will simply take your 
badge and keep door while you step in 
for me,' 


"Well, I couldn't doubt him, and he 


pulled off my badge, pinned it on his 
coat and took my chair, just like an old 
time watchman, 


"A smile played over bis face as I left 


him, 
and you can rest assured it was 


not long before be and the secretary 
were holding a quiet talk in an out of 
the way corner m the hall." 


3? The establishment of the Indian In- 
dustrial School at Carlisle, Pa., marked 
an epoch in the history of our treatment 
of the red men. To Major Pratt, the su- 
perintendent of this school, belongs the 
credit of conceiving and so far as possi- 
ble carrying out the idea that the most 
effective way of "getting civilization into 
the Indian is to get the Indian into civi- 
lization." 


He believes the system which converts 


the great masses of Europeans from the 
lowest classes of society, who annually 
(lock to our shores into respectable Amer- 
ican citizens will, if applied to the aborig- 
ines, produce the same result. He sees 
no valid reason why the same opportun- 
ities and privileges should not be given 
to the 250,000 Indians as are afforded 
more than twice that number of immi- 
grants that yearly have opened wide to 
them our lands and the great boon of 
citizenship. 


liichard Henry Pratt was born in Al- 


legany county, New York. When quite 
a boy his parents removed to Indiana. 
His early opportunities for education 
were no more than those enjoyed by 
every boy. At the breaking out of the 
Civil War he enlisted in April, 1801. He 
was mustered out in May, 1885, as cap- 
lain in the Eleventh Indiana Cavalry. 
In 1867 he accepted a commission in the 
Tenth United Stales Cavalry and until 
3875 was stationed on the frontier in 
Texas and the Indian Territory. It was 
here that his convictions in regard l/o our 
treatment of the Indians bad their ori- 
gin. 


During the Indian war of 1S7-1-75 he 


had charge of hundreds of Indian prison- 
ers at Port Sill. Seventy-four of the 
worst of these were sent in care of Major 
Pratt to the Spanish fort at St. Augus- 
tine, Florida. 
Though he was their 


jailer and took them to Florida ia chains, 
his humane treatment of them won their 
affection,"and the survivors even now re- 
gard him as their best friend. In ac- 
cordance with his conclusions, he estab- 
lished schools among them, and, by let- 
ting them go out as laborers, brought 
them into contact with civilized lite. 
The Indians remained iu Florida three 
years, during which time great changes 
were wrought in them. They even beg- 
ged to have their wives and children sent 
to them and to bt) allowed to remain in 
the East. But those in charge of the 
agencies refused to send their families 
East and demanded that the released 
prisoners be sent back. 


In the spring of 1878, when the pris- 


oners were released, twenty-two of the 
young men asked to be allowed to re- 
main Ejst to go to school. Seventeen of 
them were placed in the school at Hamp- 
ton, which up to that time hat! been de- 
voted entirely to the education of the 
colored race, the others in various schools 
in the East. In the fall of 187S Major 
Pratt was sent to Dakota to collect 
students for the Hampton school, and be 
brought back forty-nine from the various 
agencies. He was then detailed to stay 
at the school till the Indians were used 
to their new mode of life. 


Various considerations led Major Pratt 


to suggest the establishment of a school 
especially devoted to the education of In- 
dians, and he named the old barracks at 
Carlisle as a suitable place for such a 
school. 


In telling of his light to establish hia 


industrial school, Major Pratt says: "Af- 
ter a struggle of months, in which I was 
supported by the Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of the Interior, it was fin- 
ally concluded to turn over the Carlisle 
barracks for the purpose of an Indian 
school, and an order was issued. I then 
went to see my chief, General Sherman, 
who had opposed it. He opposed it be- 
cause he didn't want to see army officers 
go on 'old woman's duty,' as be called it, 
and he was kind enough to say that if 
the oflicers o£ the army persisted in get- 
ting off on these special details he would 
make it his business to see that the cor- 
porals and sergeants, who had to perform 
their military duties in their absence, 
should get the pay of the absent officers. 
But as I was under the direction of the 
Secretary of War I kept on." 


And so, on September G, 1879, an order 


was issued turning over the Carlisle bar- 
racks to the Department of the Interior 
for an Indian industrial school. Major

Pratt was immediately sent to Dakota 
and the Indian Territory to procure 
pupils for the school. By the end of Oc- 
tober 136 had been collected; Hampton 
gave up eleven of the former Florida 
prisoners, and ou November 1 the school 
opened with 147 pupils. Since that time 
nearly 3,000 different pupils, representing 
over seventy-five tribes, have attended 
the school, the largest number in atten- 
dance during any one year being 1,080 in 
1898. 


The aim and purpose of tbe school has 


always been to make the Indian a thrifty, 
industrious, capable American citizen. 


Purely theoretical methods find no 


place at Carlisle, all efforts are directed 
to giving the boys and girls a practical 
productive training. To this end each 
day is divided into two portions, half a 
day is spent in school and half a day in 
some one of tbe various shops. 


In the school room tbe task consists 


of instruction in English, which is by no 
means a small part of the work, as many 
of them can speak nothing but their 
tribal language when they arrive ; writ- 
ing, 
arithmetic, geography — in short, 


work such as is given in our public 
schools up to tbe grammar grade. In 
school work the pupils show a remark- 
able aptness to learn, considering their 
previous opportunities. 
Teachers ex- 


perienced in teaching before entering the 
Indian service are universal in their tes- 
timony that, with the exception o£ hesi- 
tation at tbe beginning because learning 
the English language, Indian pupils are 
not more limited in their capabilities 
than white pupils. 


In order to make use of tbe peculiar 


insight the Indian has into Indian char- 
acter, and also to give those who wish 
instruction in the methods of teaching, 
a normal department is conducted. 
This has been very effective. The stu- 
dents in this department are given two 
hours' practice each day. Quite a num- 
ber of the grad nates of this department 
are now engagea as teachers in the va- 
rious Indian schools on the reservation. 
After completing the course at Carlisle 
tbe students are encouraged and helped 
to continue their education in other 
schools. Quite a number have attended 
Dickinson College, one winning a schol- 
arship in big freshman year. Another 
young man is a sophomore at Princeton, 
earning his own Way by waiting on tables 


and delivering "Princetonians" each 
morning. 
< 


Not only in the school room is effort 


directed to training the mind of the 
young Indian. At Carlisle they have 
reading rooms, and the boys aud girls 
are encouraged to do outside reading and 
study. There are also literary societies 
for both boys and girls. An idea of the 
effectiveness of the work of these socie- 
ties can be gained by the fact that a learn 
of three debaters trom the boys' debat- 
ing society defeated the representatives 
of Dickinson in a public debate at which 
an ex-Congressmau, a judge and an emi- 
nent minister were judges. 


The social life of the pupils is not neg- 


lected. The Carlisle school is co-educa- 
tional, and of course the management of 
boys and girls who have had no home 
training is somewhat more ditlicult than 
is the case iu collegiate institutions hav- 
ing co-education. But the boys are im- 
bued with the proper ideas as to their 
bearing toward young ladies, and the so- 
cial instinct is developed by monthly re- 
ceptions held in Assembly Halt, where 
the boys and girls aie thrown together 
under tbe supervision of teachers and in- 
structors. All this has to do with the 
mental development of the young In- 
dian. But just as much importance is 
placed upon practical training at Car- 
lisle, and it is the work done in tbe shops 
and on the farms that excites the most 
interest and proves that the Indian can 
become self-supporting. 


Half a day in school and half a day at 


work is the program tor every pupil. 
The boys are allowed to choose in which 
of the various shops they will work, and 
then they must be found rogularly at 
their bench. The principal niachanical 
arts, such as tailoring, sLoemakitig, car- 
pentering, blacksmithiug, harness-mak- 
ing, 
tinsmitbmg, printing, etc., are 


taught. It is a revelation to visit this 
school at Carlisle and be shown through 
the diffdrent shops. In one you will see 
fifteen or twenty boys working with saw 
and plane, making doors or windows; in 
the next about the same number of bovs 
seated at sewing machines making coats, 
vests and trousers; aud so through all 
the shops you will fiud the Indian boys 
working with a skill and industry that 
speaks well for their native ability. Not 
only do these shops furnish an opportun- 
ity for the boys to learn themselves a 
trade, so as to be in a position to take 
care o£ themselves after leaving school, 
but their existence also materially cuts 
down the running expenses of the school. 
The tailor shop has furnished all the 
clothing for the boys since the school was 
first established, twenty years ago. The 
carpenter shop takes care of all repairs 
and improvements. In a similar manner 
the other shops make unnecessary the 
employment of any outside labor to do 
work around the school buildings. 


There are two farms, and those who 


wish are taught the arls of iarming aud 
tte care of stock. 


For tbe girls there is a sewing school, 


in which they are taught all kinds of 
needle-work; a laundry in which all the 
laundry of the pupils is done, unless 
some of the boys wish to have their shirt 
bosoms immaculate, when they seud 
them to the town laundry. The girls 
are also taught how to cook aud are ex- 
pected to take care of the sleeping and 
other rooms. 


The printing otlice is one of the most 


helpful institutions of the school. The 
training in the office, even if it does not 
(it tbe boys to become expert composi- 
tors and pressmen, gives them a knowl- 
edge of English and a quickness and apt- 
ness that are of incalculable value in af- 
ter life. 


The most characteristic feature of the 


school is what is known as "The Carlisle 
Outing System." It is a further carry- 
ing out of Major Pratt's idea that the 
"best way to get civilization into the In- 
dian is to get the Indian into civiliza- 
tion." It means the placing of tbe pu- 
pils of the school among farmers and 
others during vacation in order that they 
may learn practically those lessons of 
civilized life which can only be taught 
theoretically at school, and incidentally 
to earn some money for themselves. 
During the first vacation (18SO) places 
were thus found for six girls and eigh- 
teen boys; this number has steadily in- 
creased until last year six hundred were 
out. If the conditions are such as to 
warrant it the pupils are encouraged to 
remain out during the winter, and this 
year about two hundred and fifty did so. 
It is stipulated, however, in the agree- 
.LLi IB Bui^uiaucu, uutrcvci, iu 
LilJO omee- 


ment that they be allowed to attend the 
public schools in the locality in which 
they are placed. No pupil is sent unless 
he first voluntarily expresses a wish so 
to do, and when he goes be signs an 
agreement to work faithfully, to be 
sober and industrious, to spend his even- 
ings at home and to attend church on 
Sunday. 


Practically the "outing system" is a 


means of the pupils earning money for 
themselves. Last year the bnys made 
$13,541.30, of which they saved $5 208 61; 
and the girls' earnings amounted Co $8,- 
184 20, of which they saved $3,098 50 ; 
making a total earning of $21,725 50 aud 
and a total saving of $8,307.11. 
The 


earnings belong to the earner individual- 
ly. Through a saving system established 
at tbe school each pupil has a bank and 
account book, and by supervision in its 
use the pupils are taught the value of 
money. 


Major Pratt holds it to be essential 


that all prejudice of the while man 
against the red man must be removed 
before the Indian can measure up to tbe 
capabilities which be possesses. 
The 


Carlisle school is tbe publication depart- 
ment of the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
and they wish the widest publicity given 
to tbeir school and their methods. It is 
this desire to have tbe people become 
more familiar with tbe Indian, to learn 
to know him as he really is, and not as 
he is pictured by some returned Indian 
agent who wishes him kept on the reser- 
vation that he may continue to grow 
rich by plundering him, tbat bas led 
Major Pratt to sanction the organization 
of base ball and foot ball teams. With 
the work of these nearly every one is ac- 
quainted, yet few appreciate the difficul- 
ties the Indian boys met in learning 
these games. Tbat they have mastered 
them as fully as they have is the strong- 
est testimony to their aptness. In but 
four years they have been able to get a 
football eleven tbat ranks with the best 
in the country. 


A most striking example of what an 


Indian may become is Dr. Carlos Men- 
tezumas, who bas an office in the Re- 
liance Building, Chicago. 
He is an 


Apache, of whom Congressman Smith, 
of Arizona, pays, "There is as much hope 
of civilizing a snake as of civilizing an 
Apaebe." When a boy be was bought 
by a museum manager for $30 aud 
brought East. His contact witb white 
men roused his ambition; he studied, 
went to college and afterwards graduated 
from tbe .Chicago Medical College. 
For 


some time be was resident physican at 
the Carlisle school, and now baa a lucra- 
tive practice in Chicago. Another ex- 
ample is Chauncey Yellow Kube. He 
came to Carlisle a blanketed Indian, un- 
able to speak English. 
He took tbe 


course of instruction at tbe school, repre- 
sented the T. M. C. A. at tbe World's 
Student Conference, and ia now a trusted 
employe ot the school.—JTnED L. KRIE-

Pitcher's monument stands. It bears 
this inscription:

A little distance back is tbe grave of 


Peter Spahr, who died September 1, 
1884. 
He conceived the idea, collected 


the money and put up the monument. 


The present curator of the graveyard, 


Commodore Porter, is a descendant of 
tbe heroine, and keeps the grave in good 
condition. A large American Hag lloats 
over her grave. 


Capt. Mollie Pitcher wan one of the 


famous persons in the battle of Mon- 
moulh. Ou Sunday morning, June 23, 
1778, 
she rendered essential service to 


the Americans. She was a woman of 
sturdy build, of Irish descent, and had 
followed her husband, a member of one 
of the artillery companies on the Ameri- 
can side, from camp to camp. She was 
usually dressed m Uie petticoats of her 
own sex, with the coat of an artillery- 
man thrown about her. 


Before the general action two of the 


advanced batteries became engaged m a 
severe flght. The heat was excessive, 
aud Mollie, whose husband was one of 
Uie cannoneers, carried water from a 
nearby spring to her husband and others 
of the soldiers. 


While thus occupied she saw her 


husband fall, and, hastening to bis side, 
she found him dead. 
Then Mollie 


showed her love for her country and 
made herself famous. 
She took her 


husband's place by the cannon and con- 
tinued to operate the field piece during 
the rest of the fight. She performed 
the duties so well that she was made a 
caplain and placed on tbe pay roll of 
those receiving half pay for life. George 
Washington 'personally congratulated 
her. 


In an article published by Captain 


Landis, of Carlisle, "The Truth About 
Mollie Pitcher," these facts were estab- 
lished : 


"Her right name was Mary Ludwig. 


She was the daughter of John G. 
Ludwig, who came to this country with 
the Palatinates, and was born October 
13, 1744. 
She was employed as a 


domestic at Carlisle in tbe family of 
Gen. 
William Irvine. She was married 


to John Hays, a barber, July 24, 1769. 
He enlisted in Proctor's First Pennsyl- 
vania Artillery, Continental Line, and 
was followed by his wife. 


"Some years after the historical inci- 


dent at Monmouth she married George 
McKolIy, another soldier. This name 
was also written McCauley, and so ap- 
pears on her tombatoue. She lived for 
many years at tbe barracks in Carlisle, 
cooking and washing for the soldiers. 
Later she kept a small store in Carlisle 
near the house in which Major Andre 
and Lieutenant Despard were confined 
iu 1778 after Andre's first capture near 
Lake Champlain. The latter years of 
her life were spent in the house at the 
corner of Bedford and North streets, 
which has just been torn away. 


"Ou February 27, 1822, the Pennsyl- 


vania Legislature granted her an annuity 
for services during the Revolutionary 
War, the sum of $40 immediately and 
the same amount half yearly during her 
life." 


Among those who personally testified 


as to her personality was John A. Hays, 
who died in 1891, at the age of 86 
years. 
Although a bo> when Mollie 


died, he had often heard her tell the 
storv of Monmoutb and her part therein. 
Mrs. Susan Heckendorn, still living in 
Carlisle, at an advanced age, remembers 
hearing Mollie say, in describing the 
incident: • 


"You girls should have been with me 


at the battle of Monmoutb and learned 


New Money Orders. 


The Form Will lie Introduced in Septem- 


ber or a» Supplies ot the Old 


Vorin on Han<l Are 


Rxhauitted. 


The Post Office Department at Wash- 


ington has adopted a new form of do- 
mestic money order, which will be in- 
troduced generally, or as the supplies 
of tbe old form become exhausted, 
at tbe various post-offices after Septem- 
ber 4. 


Tbe new form is somewhat smaller 


than tbe order now in use. Its dimen- 
sions are about those of tbe ordinary 
bank draft. It has two adjuncts—the 
advice, or notification to be sent by tbe 
issuing to the paying master, which is a 
reproduction o£ the order through tbe 
use of carbonized paper (tbe manifold 
process), and a receipt for the amount 
to be furnished by the issuing postmas- 
ter to the remitter. 


On tbe back of the order a separate 


space has been provided for the stamps 
of banks through which it may be pass- 
ed for collection. 


In color tbe order is blue, having a 


light blue ground, with fine, closely in- 
terlaced, tinted lines of geometrical 
lathe-work, of darker shade. In tbe cen- 
ter is an escutcheon bearing the words, 
"Postal Money Order" in shaded capital 
letters of the same two tints of blue. 
The tint of the order and the lathe-work 
will serve GO prevent imitations; but, as 
an additional safeguard against counter- 
feiting, a horizontal water-mark compos- 
ed of the initials U. S. M. O., ia broad 
capital letters, has been wrought into 
the paper on which tbu new [arms are 
printed. 


In the adoption of the new form of or- 


der the interests and preferences of pa- 
trons of the system, no less than econ- 
omy of admiuistration, have been con- 
sidered. It is expected that about Jan- 
uary 1 next the fee charged for orders 
will be materially reduced.

There being 110 railroads 


ihen, it became a very useful and well- 
known place to travelers.

aecauee of the intersection of the two 
pikes, viz : The Philadelphia and Pitts- 
ourg and the Baltimoie and Carlisle.

it became again by inheritance the prop- 
erty of hia daughters, Margaret S. and 
Beasie I. Gitt.

FARM NOTES. 


PROMT FROM COWS—FOOD FOU 


GROWING STOCK. 


It is estimated that the cost of a cow 


for one year, for food alone, is about $25. 
This amount she must return to her 
owner before she can make any profit, 
and yet there will remain the cost of the 
labor and shelter, for which she wiU pay 
with the manure, as it possesses value as 
well as the milk. If the farmer cannot 
get enough from the cow to pay for the 
food she eats he will keep her at a loss. 
At $25 per year the cost is about seven 
cents per day. 
The price of the milk in 


market will deterinius the value of the 
cow. If she produces 2,500 quarts in a 
year the cost will be one cent per quart. 
If she produces over that quantity the 
cost of each quart will be reduced. All 
cows cannot be kept for one year at so 
low a cost, but as there mu'it be an ex- 
pense for the cow, whether she proves 
valuable or not, the dairyman should' 
seek the best to be had in order to re- 
duce the cost of the producr. He can 
only do so by using similar breeds, for if 
hesjteps outside and resorts to the open 
market in order to purchase his cows, 
instead of raising them, he will incur the 
liability of adding inferior animals to his 
herd. 


Straw ia added to the barnyard ma- 


nure owing to ita abundance, but straw 
can be made more serviceable if cut up 
with the feed cult 3r before used. While 
atraw may soon rot after being mixed 
with manure, yet in the line condition it 
is a much better absorbent and can be 
forked into the manure to advantage. 
When loading and spreading manure on 
the soil there is a saving of labor when 
handling that which is flae, and the ma- 
nure will be more valuable bacause the 
loss of ammonia will be arrested by the 
use of suitable absorbent materials. 


It is claimed that when a farmer en- 


deavors to secure an all purpose cow he 
fails to have one that is good for a single 
purpose. Jnst as soon as two breeds ot 
animals are crossed the result is progeny 
that is inferior to both parents. A 
breed of cattle adapted for beet produc- 
tion cannot be improved with a breed 
adapted for milk and butter production. 
It is better to use each breed for what it 
is intended, as it will excel in one line 
only, being destroyed if bred with some 
other breed. 


Wheat is easily cleaned, but when it 


is desired for seed too much care cauuot 
be given it in examining for the seeds of 
weeds. All importantgrains should also 
be removed. An agreeable experiment 
can be made by any farmer who will se- 
lect 100 plump seeds and plant them in a 
row, placing the seeds a foot apart each, 
then cultivating the row. 
If the product 


is measured next year and compared 
with the ordinary yield from seed that 
is drilled in for Held culture, the com- 
parison will cause a surprise, as the yield 
from the cultivated row will be four 
times that from the same area selected 
in the regular crop. Ttie experiment 
will lake but little time and will cost but 
a trifle. 


If the strawberry bed has been over- 


run by grass and weeds the best thiog 
to do is to burn the bed over late in the 
fall, and next spring the strawberry 
plants will get a good slait. The weeds 
and grass will render any strawberry 
bed useless and unprofitable if some- 
thing is not done to give the strawberry 
plants an opportunity to get ahead in 
the spring. Mulching will also be ser- 
viceable on the bed. 


When animals are growing there is a 


larger proportion of mineral matter re- 
quired in the food than when they are 
matured. Grain contains very little lime 
which is essential tu the formation of 
bone. Dains that are expectud to pro- 
duce young must be fed foods that will 
assist in the work expected of them as 
producersof youngstock. Bran, linseed 
meal, and clover hay are more suitable 
for such animals than grain, and should 
be added to the ration. 
Corn is the 


cheapest of all foods for promoting the 
formation of fat.but even in that case it 
gives the best results whan the entire 
ration is of a varied character. 


Sawdust can be prepared in a manner 


to be used as an excellent preventive 
against lice in poultry houses and to 
keep flies from stables. 
Dissolve as 


much powdered naphthaline in a gallon 
of kerosene as it will lake, permitting it 
to stand a few days in order to allow 
time for the naphthaline to become well 
incorpoiated with the kerosene. Sprinkle 
the sawdust witlf the solution, using it 
plentifully on the sawdust. With the 
hand throw the sawdust on the door of 
the stalls or wherever it may be needed' 


Those who sell butter and esgs to the 


country Stores receive the same prices for 
good butter or large eggs as are paid for 
the same articles not so good. The rea- 
son is that the country merchant sells in 
bulk and sends all kinds together, ve'y 
frequently compelling farmers to take 
pay in trade. The only way to get good 
prices is to study the markets, sell only 
choice articles, and know to whom to 
ship. 
— 


For a farmer to begin gardening witli 


several varieties of each kind of vege 
table is 10 fail with some, as farmers do 
not, as a rule, give much attention to 
gardening. About one-half of the va 
rieties in many seed catalogues could bo 
eliminated with advantage. 
If the gar- 


den ia to be a specialty next year mow off 
the grass and weeds, burn the ground 
over to destroy the seeds, and plow 
the land in the fall, applying manure 
liberally, and then harrowing it in. 
Next apring plow the garden again and 
use only a few varieties of each vegeta- 
ble, selecting such as may be supposed to 
be the best. The fall is the time to pre- 
pare the garden plot, so as to expose it to 
the action of the frosts in winter.

Farmers as Stockmeu. 


The problem of maintaining soil fer- 


tility is always a difficult one, and there 
ia none that seems to me more interest- 
ing and important. For many years, 
aays a writer in the National Stockman, I 
have watched with interest the meth- 
ods of a few noted farmers in the 
eastern and central states who kept 
no live stock other than that necessary 
to furnish power for the farm, and who 
believed that their conditions were such 
that the question of maintaining fer- 
tility an.J securing income from their 
farms did not have aught to do with the 
keeping of stock. It was my hope that 
the proble m wou Id be worked out for the 
benefit of the roany who do not want to 
graze or feed stock, but in the last few 
years, three, at least, of these gentlemen 
have become stockmen in a greater or 
less degree, and some of them now 
strongly advocate thepurchaseof nitrog- 
enous feeding slufis, coming ont of 
other farmers' soil, for the maintenance 
of fertility, the strength of these feed- 
ing stuffs passing through the stables 
to the cultivated fields. When men of 
wide experience change their methods 
and go more and more into the business 
ot stockmen, this (laestion of the possi- 
bility of profitable agriculture without 
live stock becomes more prominent than 
ever. The experience of a short term of 
ten years appears not to be conclusive, 
and the man engaged in plain farming 
without stock, feels that there may be 
pitfalls ahead. 
When the claim has 


been made safe farming demands the 
feeding upon the farm of the crops of 
the farm so that the most o£ the plant 
lood might be returned to the fields, I 
have wondered how a market for so 
much animal product could be expected. 
The use of a pencil quickly shows that 
such practice would lead to enormous 
overproduction of meat and dairy pro- 
ducts. The production along those lines 
is already sufliciently great, and we are 
in a bad way surely if maintenance- of 
fertility depends upon such a course. 
The advocates of this method usually 
add that the iarmer should buy addition- 
al feed, in form of nitrogenous foods, to 
make good the loas occasioned by sale ol 
stock and by necessary waste in convert- 
ing food into manure. As a rule of uni- 
veisal adoption the plan is, of course, 
absurd.

Uaeiul Hints. 


The old-fashioned way of clarifyiug 


molasses, and it is probably as good as 
any, is to heat it over the fire, pouring 
m a pint ot sweet milk tor each gallon. 
The scum which arises should be taken 
off before it is broken by toiling. 


Keep a little package of absorbent 


cotton in one o£ the sideboard drawers. 
If oil, milk or cream is spilled on a wool- 
en dress or coat a bit of the cotton in- 
stantly applied will remove all traces of 
the stains. 


If a child needs nourishment one of 


the simplest forms in which it can be 
taken is by the raw whites of eggs. 
These are nutritious and easily digested. 
The while is broken into a jar with what 
milk is desired and the two shaken 
thoroughly together. A pinch of salt 
may be added before drinking, if pre- 
ferred. 


To keep onions any length of time the 


tops and roots should be left ou, but 
should be thoroughly dried- before put- 
ting away. They will keep a long time 
any place in the barn where no rain can 
get to them, with a free circulation of 
air and not much light. They should 
not be piled more than three inches 
deep. 


When your cane-seat chairs begin to 


wear out mend the break the best you 
can by weaving in corda, or, if very bad, 
replace with a piece of canvas securely 
tacked on ; put on a generous layer of 
cotton batting or curled hair, and cover 
with a piece of any kind of upholstery 
goods, an embroidered pattern, crazy 
patchwork or a large "log-cabin" block. 
Finish the edge with furniture gimp, 
aud fringe if desired. The back may be 
finished with a similar panel. 


To polish your piano saturate a piece 


chamois akin in sweet oil and apply faith- 
fully to every part. Then with a dry 
skin rub well, renewing the pieces as 
they become greased with the oil. It 
will require one hour or even, longer, of 
constant rubbing to give it the gloss de- 
sired. For your walnut furniture take 
three parts of linseed oil to one part of 
spirits of turpentine. 
Put on with a 


woolen cloth, and when dry rub with 
woolen. Tiie polish uot only covers the 
disfigured surface but restores the wood 
to its original color and leaves a lustre 
upon the surface. Crude petroleum is 
very good for cleaning any kind of hard 
wood, and it is the cheapest furniture 
polish possible. To remove white marks 
from mahogany furniture rub tbe stains 
with a little sweet oil; wipe It off, then 
rub with a few drops of spirits of wine 
and polish with an old silk handker- 
chief.

age ascribed to it is the work, he affirms, 
o£ a few well-known insects, namely, 
Dedbugs and mosquitoes. There are six 
bugs m toe United States whose biles 
might produce the effect described by 
the newspapers at the beginning o£ the 
present silly season, but they are all prob- 
ably innocent of the crimes with which 
the kissing bug is charged. 
It is only 


when the effect of the bite of the com- 
monplace bedoug aud pugnacious mos- 
quito is more seiious thau usual that the 
kissing bug is invoked. 
JJor are spider 


bites ss serious as commonly represented. 
There is only one spider in this country, 
according to Dr. Howard, whose bite is 
a serious arfair. It may be that this 
spider is of the same family witn or re- 
lated to the lal/trodevtes tredeciiiiytMatiui, 
sometimes called the black wolr (kara- 
kurd) of .Russia. This poisonous spider, 
which attacks the lips aud the tongue ol 
cattle on the steppes, annually kills 
stock to the value 01 millions of roubles. 
Its bite may be fatal to man it not prop- 
erly treated, the effect being similar to 
that of snake poison. 
In Southern Eu- 


rope and North Africa, where it also oc- 
curs, u is known by the name of mal- 
mignatte. Possibly it has found its way 
into this country along with some of our 
importations and has been ou duty ol 
late as a "kissing bug."

A COOL> l-DKNITUKE POLISH. 


A splendid furniture polish, to use for 


either chaua or tables, can be made as 
follows : One ounce of bees wax scraped 
into half a teacupful of linseed oil, and 
gradually dissolved in turpentine to the 
thickness of cream. If a little of this is 
rubbed on the wood with a woolen cloth 
and then polished with a soft cloth, it 
will take a splendid gloss. The mixture 
can be also used upon leather or linoleum 
with equal success. 


Manure is simply materials that have 


been softened and decomposed (digested) 
within the body of the animal. It ia of 
no advantage to apply raw materials, 
such as bran and linseed meal, directly to 
the soil, though they are excellent ferti- 
lizers, as their value can be increased by 
feeding such articles to stock. Mauure 
is made quickly by the animals, though 
the same thing occurs in the soil by a 
slower process. All that is not utilized 
by the animals in aome increase of prod- 
uct, or for their support, comes back to 
the farmer tor use on the land. 


Blight is depriving the market of the 


best varieties of pears. Tbe Bartlett is 
giving place-to the Kaifer, the latter 
being less liable to blight, but its fruit 
does not equal tbe Bartlett. Until some 
sure remedy is discovered /or pear blight 
the Bartletts will become scarcer every 
year. 


It will pay you to grow cow peas, pick 


the pods, aud use the vines. 
About 25 


bushels per acre can be secured on good 
land. Being very nitrogenous they make 
an excellent addition to the food of all 
kinds of stock if ground witlrcorn.
